det compulsion and through fear of the leaders of the transaction, 
which Mr. Jastice (surney eo truly described as ** bloody and atro- 
cious."" From what transpired at the trial, it was evident that the 
conspirators, or chief pirates, were Antonio, a Spaniard, and a 
Frenchman, called Jack ; and happily for the purposes of justice, 
we have to state, that information has just reached thie country 
from America, that the pirate and murderer Antonio is now in cneto- 
dy inthe U. States; and should he be acquitted of the dreadful crimes 
imputed to him as respecte his outrages on American vessels, he 
will be placed under eurveiilance until the English authorities take 
cognizance ofhim. The horrible circumstances that led to the re- 
cent trial at the Old Bailey arose from the se znre by a part of the 
crew of the trading brig Jane, of Bristol, off Bahia, when she wre 
returning homewerds. One night the captain, and master, and the 
two mates, were enddenly seized, murdered, and thrown overboard. 
Five persone in ail were massacred, and a sixth lost hie life when 
the vessel wes run ashore in a heavy gale.

Personas having judgments, upon which executions shall have 
treaunired against the property of the defendants and returned un- 
gatistied in whole or in part, may anply to the proper officer for sa 
order requiring the defendant to assign his property, and upon hie 
refueal or neglect to do eo, the assignment may be executed by 
such officer, and the defendant isto be comsritted until he obtaias 
a discharge under some of the existing insolvent laws. 

A provision is inserted to prevent the arrest of any defendant for 
any claiza for the price of any ardent or spirituous liquors sold in & 
quantity less than five gallons at one time, and there are several 
sertions to correct errors in the act of 1831.

Like the soldiers of Russia, they meet certain death at the
